Government Helps PraMs Farmers 
Establish Woodlots 

For several years over two and a 
half million tree-seedlings and cut¬ 
tings hare been distributed, annually 
to the prairie farmers by the Domin¬ 
ion Government Forest Nursery Sta¬ 
tion at Indian Head. For the first 
eight months of the present year, al¬ 
most twelve thousand letters t>f in¬ 
quiry were received by this Nursery 
Station and the demand for seedlings 
this year has so taxed the capacity of 
thj Nursery that It has been found ne¬ 
cessary to establish a branch nursery 
near Saskatoon. 

The yeung. trees are supplied only 
to bona fide farm-owners In Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan anC Alberta, and theil 
only in small lots, not exceeding five 
hundred seedlings In any one year. 
Applications must be made on suitable 
forms supplied by the Forest Nursery j 
Station. A charge of $1 per hundred i 
for conifers, such as pine, spruce and 
tamarack. Is made, no order for less 
than 100 cf any one species being 
taken. 

The. success^of r, estern tree-planta¬ 
tions depends not so much on the cli¬ 
matic conditions, ad is erroneously 
Supposed, but rather on the care taken 
with the delicate young seedlings be¬ 
fore and after planting. To show the 
farmers how best to obtain successful 
results with their plantations nine In¬ 
spectors of tree planting are maintain¬ 
ed by the Dominion Government In 
these provinces, and several bulletins 
bearing on this work have been Issued 
by the Forestry Branch at Ottawa, and 
can be had on application. 

The principal trees planted in the 
West are ash, maple, cottonwood, wil¬ 
low and Russl'tu poplar. The first 
two do well together, and ash espec¬ 
ially Is much In favor with the farm¬ 
ers, h. ring probably the lowest death- 
rate of any. Willow and poplar are 
usually supplied as cuttings and do 
well together. The Russian willow Is 
growing In popularity with the farm¬ 
ers on account of Its ease of propaga¬ 
tion, Its quick-growing qualities, hard¬ 
iness and freedom from disease. That 
spruce, arch tamarack, and Scotch 
pine will also do well on the prairies 
is no longer questionable. 

The best results are In all cases at¬ 
tained by planting the trees In the 
soring in bells at least twenty yards 
wide on well-prepared soil, such as 
summer-fallow, .or garden iand. the 
trees being spaced about four feet 
apart and Planted In rows to permit 
machine cultivation in order to protect 
the soil from weeds and evaporation 
until the treps g.-ow large enough for 
their branch sc to meet:

Another story Is of Lucretla del 
Fede, the cold, unsy -apathetic, exact¬ 
ing woman who was adored, married 
and immortalized by Andrea del Sarto. 
She outlived her husband by many 
years dying at the age of eighty-seven 
in 1570- Long after Del Sarto’s death' 
Jacopo di Empoll was one day engag¬ 
ed in copying ‘The Birth of the Vir¬ 
gin’ In the Church of the Annuncia¬ 
tion, Florence, when an old woman on 
her way to church stopped to watch 
his work and, pointing to the central 
figure in the painting said: That is 
my portrait. At eighty-six she was 
proud to proclaim herself the widow 
of the immortal artist to whom she 
had given so little peace when he was 
alive.

It mattes an orlj 
Inal suggestion to the effect that th 
Western Farmers’ contribution to lit 
National Exchequer should 'be appnec 
to expenditures tor his direct benefit 
The article in part is as follows: — 
“During the past few years sums: 
ous estimates have been made as u 
the amount 0 i the duties paid 
Western farmers on their agrlcultur. 
implements, clothing, house furn.u. 
lngs, food and other necessitl 
While the Western Farmers' cotur. 
button to the country's revenue is in 
as large as some of the statenn .1 
compiled would lead us to belie.e 
nevertheless i totals up well in i> 
year. The Western farmer does no 
object to paying his shave of the 
country's revenue on the goods lit 
Imports f.-om foreign countries. H. 
has been taught to believe, however, 
by certain periodicals and ergauiza 
tlons, that when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to the 
coffers of the manufacturer as b t 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand 
that the Government cancel or reduce 
the? duty on the articles he buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer wil. rave tbo 
full amount of the reduction in duty 
That is to say. if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent, and f the duty 1.1
